OPPORTUNITY IN PRESIDENCY 


TO LEAD ORDERLY MARCH OF 
GREAT PEOPLE SAYS HOOVER 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 


Herbert Hoover finds in the presi- 
dency an "opportunity for speed- 
ing the orderly march of a great 
people" and "in the inspiration of 
that moving host" such compensa- 
tion as is vouchased to few. 
This was set forth by the chief 
executive in a letter to Dr. W. C. 
Thompson, president emejatus of 
Ohio State University, written in 
reply to the New Year greetings of 
the educator. 
Although asserting that there 
were many partisans who would 
like to see the president fail, Mr. 
Hoover drew 
much 
satisfaction 


from "the majority, who regardless 
of party" earnestly wish that suc- 
cess attend the president's admin- 
istration of the affairs of the na- 
tion. 


Dr. Thompson had incorporated 
in his New Year message "a bit of 
counsel growing out of a TIalf cen- 
tury of observation." 
This 
was 
that the chief executive should not 
be misled or disheartened by the 
partisans working for his failure 
and by those who seek to obscure 
the truJa by the dissemination of 
falsehood. 


''The human flood which flows 
through the White House," 
the 
president replied, "shows all 
the 
dark colorings and the flotsam that 


you mention, but It is brightened 
more than you think by the major- 
ity who, regardless of party, gen- 
uinely wish to help the president to 
succeed in his task. Of course, it 
is true that malice is sometimes 
the road to newspaper headlines, 
and there will always be partisans 
desirous that the president should 
fail even if their stratagems injure 
the country or whose daily toil is to 
mix mud pies. But if these blots 
were other than exceptions, this 
nation would not have swept to a 
mightier and 
mightier 
destiny 
every year since the independence." 
He asserted that the "discovery 


and promulgation 
of the 
truth" 
was "a vital question of public ac- 
tion." Wo can and must, he said, 
''greatly increase the production of 
truth, and we must know the truth 
before the grave interest of 120,- 
000,000 people i sinvolved in gov- 
ernment policies." 


The chief executive went on to 


link his creatio nof investigative 
commissions with this search for 
the truth, and Indicated the estab- 
lishment of "more and more" of 
them might be expected. They are,

Dr. Cook says he 
does not believe he can live through 
tho remainder of his sentence of 14 
years, 9 months. 
Dr. Cook was sentenced from 
Fort Worth, Tex., in 1023 for using 
the malls to defraud in an oil pro- 
motion scheme, but did not enter 
the prison until April 6, 1925. Thir- 
teen other persona convicted with 
him have been paroled or have com- 
pleted lighter sentences..

night.' Hits Back at Critics. 
Replying to those who have as- 
sailed if for a failure to hold pub- 
lic hearings on the prohibition ques- 
tion, ' the commission reported to 
President Hoover that it conceived

Urges Transfer. 
The commission dealt with each 


of its recommendations separately 
and with some of them at consider- 
able length.

pared by agencies entirely discon- 
nected with and not answerable to 
those who are to prosecute them. 


"If prosecution, the legal side of 
the enforcement, is partitioned be- 
tween two district, agencies," the re- 
port said, "the diffused, ill-defined, 
non-located responsibility is sure in 
the long run to be an obstacle to 
efficiency."

increased from two to three years. 


A law should, be passed with the 


emergency feature providing an op- 
portunity for voters at the election 
of school trustees on the first Sat- 
urday in April to decide1 for them- 
selves in every county whether the 
county board of education shall 
appoint a county superintendent of 
public instruction. 


The state boa.rd of education In 
order to begin to function proper- 
ly, should have an appropriation of 
$10,000. 


Adequate appropriations should 
be made for /he 1930 summer 
schools of the state institutions of 
higher learning. 
lang Time Program 
Following is a long time program 
for the Texas State Teachers' asso- 
ciation adopted at the directors 
meeting: 


1. Higher educational qualifica- 
tions for entrance into the teaching 
profession should be required. To 
this end we recommend a revis- 
ion and simplification of the cer 
tificate laws of the state. 
2. Increased financial support of 


public schools, colleges, and uni- 
versities as 
parts of the state 


school system is advocated. In or- 
der that real economy may be en- 
couraged In all schools, the asso- 
ciation urges the adoption of uni- 
form scientific budgeting and ac, 
counting procedures for the public 
schools, and the setting up of a 
similar system for the colleges and 
universities. 


3. A sound retirement allowance 


for teachers who have given long 
and efficient service to the schools 
is urged. 


4. The employment of teachers 


and other school officials for a 
longer term of service would safe- 
guard the rights of the children as 
well as of the teachers. The asso- 
ciation favors it. 


5. The state board of education 


should be given all those powers 
and duties which will enable that 
body to become the effective head 
of the state school system. 
6. The state 
superintendent of 


public instruction should be chos- 
en by the state board of education, 
and should bo a person of 
high 


professional ability. He should be 
the executive officer/of the board. 


7. The county board of 
educa- 
tion should be given authority to 
organize and administer the. rural 
schools of the county in the inter- 
est of the educational welfare of 
the children, appointing as its exe- 
cutive officer, the county superin- 
tendent, of schools. 


8. Children in 
rural communi- 
ties and in thn villages and small 
towns should have educational op- 
portunities 
on 
an equality with 


those of children in the cities. 
Frofessional Contributions 


1. A continuous program of cur- 


riculum revision to adapt educa- 
tional procedures to tho insistent 
demands of the rapidly changing 
conditions in Texas is authorized. 
A commission charged with 
this 
responsibility is to be appointed by 
the president. 


2. Tho adequate development of 


the research work of tho associa- 
tion In the fields of the curricu- 
lum, 
effectiveness of instruction in 


all schools, salaries, school costs, 
and child accounting 
is advised. 


An enlargement of this 
program 


contemplates the ultimate employ- 
ment of a full time director of 
research. 


3. The work- of the association 


s of such importance as to merit 
[he support of all the teachers of 
;he state. An appeal shall be made 
'or the active membership of col- 
ege, city, and rural teachers to 
he end that 90 per cont of all 
teachers in the state may be en- 
rolled by 1S35. 
Teachers Welfare. 


1. Tho health of the teacher is 


of major consequence to tho 
ef- 


ficiency of the schools. The nsso- 
iation urges that board uf educa- 
tion, adopt liberal policies toward 
sick leave for teachers with full 
pay for limited personal absences 
due to Illness. 


2. The 
association 
favors the 
most conscientious and 
highest 
types of teaching service. It looks 
with favorable appreciation on all 
Dolicles of school units to jmy sal- 
aries 
commensurate 
with work 
well done and to provide favorable 
conditions for successful teaching. 
3. In the discharge 
of 
profes- 


sional duties in connection with the 
work of the Texas State Teachers' 
association, and tho N. E. A. tho 
cla*s room teachers should be per- 
mitted absences from school on 
ha same basis as 
administrative 
officers.

The law enforcement commission 


in this, its first 
and preliminary 
report, reserved judgment as to Its 
ultimate prohibition conclusions. 
"If on no other grounds than to 


give the law a fair trial," it said, 
"there are obvious and oncontro- 
verled difficulties, pointed out by 
experience, which may. and, as we 
think should, be met to make en- 
forcement effective." 


On the subject of observance the 


commission said "it Is wholly im- 
possible to set off observance of 
the prohibition act from the large 
question of the views and habits 
of the American people with re- 
spect to private judgment as to 
statutes and regulations affecting 
their conduct." 
The commission directed atten- 


tion that there were 18,700 miles of 
American boundary and short line 
"at every point of which infection 
is possible." 
To meet this situation, Secretary 


Mellon in recommendations approv- 
ed by the -president proposed that 
the entry into the United States 
of all persons should be prohibited 
except at points of entry designat- 
ed by the president. 
Unified Border Tatrol 


The treasury secretary said 
a. 


unified border 
patrol under the 
coast guard, 
which 
patrols the. 


coastal lines', should be created to 
guard 
the"•> border 
between, 
the 
designated points of entry and pre 
vent the entry of all persons and 
merchandise. 
"The proposed unified border pa- 


trol," Mr. Mellon said, "will re' 
place the patrols now maintained 
by both the customs service and 
the immigration 
service on 
our 


Mexican and Canadian boundaries, 
and will cover the same 
territory 
at those patrols, thus complement- 
ing the work of'the coastguard on 
the maritime boundaries, eliminat- 
ing duplication of effort, concen-

ordination of the work." 
Attorney General Mitchell, who

proving the personnel in the clerks' 
and marshal's offices, and provid- 
ing additional forces in the offices 
of the district attorneys; by trans- 
ferring

enforce- 


ment unit from the treasury to the 
justice department, and by amend 
Ing the padlock injunction statute 
so as to prevent evasion of that, 
law by 
concealing 
ownership of 


property used for the manufac- 
ture and sale of illicit liquor. 
In a report supplementing the 
original submitted to the president, 
the law enforcement commission, 
suggested specific forms of legisla.- 
tion to carry out the general rec- 
ommendations sent to control vio- 
lations of the prohibition la.w as 
set forth in the Jones' act as: 
Casual Violations 


"Unlawful 
possession; 
eingle 
sales of small quantities by persons 
not engaged In habitual violation of 
the law; unlawful making of small 
quantities, where no other person 
is employed; assisting in making- 
or transporting as a. casual 
em- 
ployee only and transporting of 
small quantities by persons 
not 
habitually employed 
by habitual 


violators of the law." 
The penalty for such violations 


would be fixed at 
n. fine or not 


more than 5500 and imprisonment 
in jail without hard labor for not 
niore than six months or both. It. 
was explained that such ponaltt 
would remove the cases from 
the 


felony class and that, they thus 
might, be. prosecuted by complaint 
or information without, indictment 
by a grand jury and thus disposed 
of summarily. 


The 
commission approved the 
draft bill prepared by the treasury 
and justice departments for trans- 
ferring the enforcement unit from 
the former to the latter, but. it 
disagreed with a. recommendation 
of Prohibition Commissioner Do- 
ran for a rewriting of the 25 sta- 
tutes to which recourse may be had 
in prosecuting 
prohibition cases. 


Instead it recommends codifica- 
tion of these laws.

Text of Message By 


President Hoover 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(.-JV- 
President Hoover In transmitting 
the first preliminary report of the 
lav/ enforcement, commission 
to 
congress today, submitted this mes- 
sage: 
To the congress of the- United 


States: 
In my previous messages I have 


requested the attention of the con- 
gress to the urgent situation which 
has grown up in the matter of en- 
forcement of federal criminal laws. 


After exhaustive examination of 


the subject, the commission on law 
observance and enforcement, and 
the officials of the department of 
justice and the treasury depart- 
ment unite in the conclusion that 
increasing enactment 
of 
federal 


criminal laws over the past twenty 
years, as to which violation of the 
prohibition laws comprises rather 
more than one-half of the total ar- 
rests, has finally culminated in a 
burden upon the federal courts of 
a character for which they are ill 
designed, and in many cases entire- 
ly beyond their capacity. The result 
ia to delay civil causes, and of even 
more importance, the defeat of both 
justice and law enforcement. More- 
over, experience shows division of 
authority, responsibility, and lack 
of fundamental organization in fed- 
eral enforcement, agencies and off- 
times results in Ineffective action. 
Law Must Be Enforced.

I append hereto a preliminary 
and a supplementary report from 
the commission on law observance 
and enforcement, relating to sev- 
eral of these and other questions. 
I particularly call your attention to 
their their recommended plan for 
reducing congestion in the federal 
courts by giving court commission- 
ers enlarged powers in minor crim- 
inal cases. Their discussion of the 
workability and the constitutional- 
ity of the plan, which is concurred 
in by the eminent, jurists upon the 
commission and others whoso ad- 
vice they have sought, is set. out. in 
more detail in the supplementary 
report. 
I also append mamoran- 
dums from the attorney general and 
the secretary of the treasury, upon 
several phases of these problems. 
I 
believe 
the 
administrative 


changes mentioned above will con- 
tribute to cure many abuses. Be- 
yond these immediate questions arc 
others which reach deeply'into the 
whole question of the growth of 
crime and the enforcement of the 
laws. 
The causes of crime, the 


character of criminal laws, the ben- 
efits and liabilities that flow from 
them, the abuses which arise under 
them, the method by which enforce- 
ment and judicial personnel is se- 
cured, the judicial procedure, the 
respective responsibility of the fed- 
eral and state governments to these 
problems, all require further most 
exhaustive consideration and inves- 
tigation, which .will require time 
and earnest research as to (he facts 
and forces in action before opin- 
ions can be arrived at upon them.

He shot me once, and I did 
not fall, and he shot me again, 
and he shot me both times in 
the head. Then I crawled out of 
the room as fast as I could, and 
as I crawled out I heard another 
shot, and my father shot him- 
self." 
Edna was found in the doorway 


between the kitchen and dining 
room. Turner was lying on the 
kitchen floor, and a .32 calibre 
revolver was nearby. The room 
was spattered 
with blood. 
In contrast to the scene In the 


kitchen was a picture which hung 
in the dining room and looked 
down on the two bodies. It was 
the picture of an angel standing 
oa clouds with outstretched hands 
resting on tho heads of two chil- 
dren—a boy and girl of about the 
same ages of Archer and Edna. 


A printed legend on the wall 


of the same room read: "Please, 
God, keep our daddy safe."

EXTENSIVE FARM 


TERRACING PLANS 
IN HOWARD COUNTY 


BIG SPRING, Jan. 10. —(.T)— 


Probably the most extensive farm 
terracing program now under -way 
in Texas, by which Howard county 
farmers 
intend 
to 
cover 10,000 
acres, will be resumed under the di- 
rection of J. V. Bush, county agent 
early this month. 


The exhaustive 
program 
was 


started in December but was de- 
layed during the Christmas holi- 
days. 
Three farms were served 


before the halt was called. 


Probably the most unique item 


in the terracing program is the 
fact that farmers are actually do- 
ing the work of operating levels, 
carrying the rods and operating 
the terracing machines., A class of 
47 farmers studied terracing un- 
der supervision of Mr. Bush before 
the actual work was started. Those 
farmers are teaching others how to 
operate levels and the proper way 
to run terracing lines. The system 
has worked with such effectiveness 
that the county agent has rarely 
been called upon to help out. 


Business men of Big Spring shar- 
ed the burden by backing purchase 
of eight farnl 
levels and county 


commissioners also shared in the 
imporntant work by purchasing two 
ditching machines adapted to ter- 
racing. Farmers will work on a 
regular 
schedule with 
the

mittee, and it is difficult to 
see how the Senate can deal 
any more kindly with Grun- 
dy, who, as a witness, so 
frankly defended the right- 
eousness of bringing influ- 
ence to bear on Senators to 
vote the tariff rates he want- 
ed. The test will come when 
the motion is made to adopt 
the investigating 
commit- 


tee's report. 


There appears to be no 


'doubt that the Senate will 
put its abhorrence of Grun- 
dy and Grundyism on the 
record. A less cynical indi- 
vidual than Grundy might 
not be willing to remain in a 
body that indicates its belief 
in his unfitness to be a Sen- 
-ator. But nobody looks fpi- 


such an exhibition of sensi- 
tiveness on the part of the 
man who has functioned so 
long and deviously in Penn- 
sylvania 
politics. The ex- 


pectation is that he will fol- 
low the lead of Bingham and 
brazen it out. 


There is, of course, a 


movement to oust Grundy 
as his predecessor Vare was 
ousted, but that is not likely 
to be successful.
